All Kinds Rode The Santa Fe Trail 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The covered wagons stopped rumbling 
along the Santa Fe Trail nearly a century 
ago, but legends o f the bullwhackers and 
muleskinners still survive. 
During the 19th century the 775-mile 
trek over dusty plain and quicksand creek 
was considered a cure for invalids, and 
gentlem en in frail health made their way 
over the trail, sleeping under the stars and 
gulping in the bracing air. 
The treatm ent was rugged but it often 
w orked, says a report issued by the 
National Geographic Society. It cited the 
case o f one Josiah Gregg w ho made the 
trip in 1831. 
At the start of the journey, Gregg was 
barely able to prop him self up in a cart, 
the report says, but at the end o f a week 
he was astride a pony. 
By the tim e Gregg had reached the 
buffalo range, he wrote that he was ‘ as 
eager for the case as the sturdiest of my 
com panions.” 
Today sites o f the old trail located in 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoiro and New 


M exico are National Historic Landmarks 
and tourist attractions. 
Many of the old wagon trains were 
bound for Santa Fe which was founded in 
1609 as capital of New Mexico. Spain 
banned American merchants from the 
colony and jailed Yankee traders lured 
into forbidden territory by the prospect 
of selling imported cloth for $20 a yard 
and tobacco for $4 a pound. 
B ut 
w h e n 
M ex ico 
won 
her 
independence in 1821, the traders were 
welcomed. The Mexicans were eager for 
American calico, hardware, guns, tools, 
and shoes. And the traders were just as 
eager to get their hands on Mexican silver, 
wool and mules. 
The Santa Fe Trail actually ran from 
Kansas City to Los Angeles. It had several 
starting 
points 
in Missouri, 
including 
W e s t p o r t 
a n d 
F r a n k l i n , 
later 
Independence. It ran southwesterly across 
Kansas. Past Ford Dodge, wagons could 
take one of two routes. The longer and 
more difficult threated its way through 
Colorado’s mountains. The shorter and 


more dangerous path, 
known as the 
Journey of the Dead, struck across the 
desert. The hazardous journey became a 
challenge to expert horsemen and one 
army captain rode in relays from Santa 
Fe to Westport in five days and 13 hours 
to win a bet. 
In the early days traders carried their 
goods and personal supplies on muleback. 
To sustain themselves on the trip, each 
traveler took along 50 pounds of flour, 
50 pounds of bacon, 10 pounds of coffee, 
20 pounds of sugar and a packet of salt. 
The mules subsisted on the plentiful 
sagebrush along the trail. 
Later the pack trains were replaced by 
great wagons that weighed up to 7,000 
pounds fully loaded. It took six vol e of 
oxen to pull these giants. The wagons set 
out painted in gay colors and usually 
wound up the trek bleached and warped. 
Gale 
winds 
often 
overturned 
the 
lumbering behemoths, huge hailstones 
pelted their canvas covering and Indian 
arrows posed a constant threat to the 
riders.

WHAT EXPLOSION 
The scare o f a po pulatio n “ ex plo sio n” is as o ld as 
Malthus, who predicted early in the last century that 
there wo uld be standing ro o m o nly o n this earth by 
18 9 0. 
Dr. Karl Brandt at Stanfo rd declares that “ Many 
natio ns need mo re peo ple, no t less, to cultiv ate fo o d 
pro ducts and build a so und eco no my .” The so lutio n 
fo r India, he po ints o ut, is no t so much birth co ntro l as 
bird co ntro l, and abo v e all, mo re efficient agricultural 
metho ds. Birds in India eat up eno ugh fo o d fo r twice 
as many , peo ple as there are in the co untry . 
What 
farmers need 
is 
an end to restrictiv e 
go v ernment co ntro ls and the creatio n o f a free 
agricultural market based o n supply and demand. 
There are three basic erro rs o f the po pulatio n do o m 
“ ex perts” : 1) They fail to realize that mo re peo ple 
mean mo re pro ductio n; 2) They fail to see that 
pro gress is co ntinually being made in so il fertility , fo o d 
preserv atio n and distributio n; 3) They fail to realize 
that po v erty is caused by the inco mpetency o f 
go v ernments, particularly in so cialist co untries.

BLAME THE PUBLIC 
OFFICEHOLDERS 
It is beco ming ev ident that in peacetime o ur 
business and industrial co rpo ratio ns are being treated ! 
as selfish interests and enemies o f the peo ple. Their 
pro fits are regarded as ex po itatio n o f labo r and they 
are fo rced to cut prices o r adv ance wages, any thing to 
prev ent their further gro wth and ability to pro v ide 
mo re jo bs. In wartime they are praised as bulwarks o f 
freedo m. Occasio nally the wisdo m o f tax relief is 
co nsiderd, but the fact is that tax es o n co rpo ratio ns, 
limiting their pro fits, sho uld nev er be assessed to the 
po int they are to day . Only thro ugh pro fits can they 
pro v ide mo re jo bs as the po pulatio n increases. All steps 
by labo r leaders to cut industrial pro fits thro w the 
burden 
fo r 
emplo y ment 
upo n 
the go v ernment, 
co mmunizing America. Tax relief o f co rpo ratio ns 
wo uld be a majo r step in resto ring the greatness o f 
American industry , which is being stifled. Many 
co mpanies hav e been fo rced to cutback and so me hav e 
mo v ed abro ad, because o f the unfav o rable pro fit-risk 
ratio n ruining American industry . 
On the ro ad to dictato rship Hitler used similar 
techniques against businesses o f all kinds. Our o wn 
go v ernment is subtly furthering so cialism by po sing as 
capitalistic befo re the wo rld and disallo wing the 
furtherance o f it in the United States. What the 
American go v ernment is driv ing fo r is its o wn brand o f 
bureaucracy and co mmissars. A mo ral which may well 
be heeded if this day co mes is that, when y o ur 
freedo m is lo st it makes no difference who has it, the 
American bureaucrat o r the Russian co mmissar, o ne 
will be as bad as the o ther. 
It is the o fficeho lders in go v ernment who are 
basically sabo taging the freedo m mo v ement and they 
sho uld be held respo nsible fo r it. This co rps is o ur 
mo st 
un-American 
gro up. 
Oppo rtunities 
fo r 
o utstanding success, ex cept in o ur bureaucracy , are 
v anishing. In science and industry , upo n which the 
pro gress o f the natio n depends, great o ppo rtunities fo r 
reward inducing peo ple into these fields, is being 
ended. The so cialists are po rtray ed as the patrio ts, 
regressiv e leftism is called pro gressiv e. High tax es 
beco me a co nso latio n, to tho se who do no t receiv e 
large inco mes and it is beco ming no o bstacle to 
reelectio n 
any mo re 
altho ugh 
large 
inco mes 
fo r 
pro po rtio nate serv ices sho uld no t be depriv ed any o ne. 
In o ur present so ciety , the intelligentsia, and ev en 
the less gifted, are being enco uraged to study science 
and techno lo gy o ut o f a spirit o f patrio tism, altruism, 
and blessed so cialism. This is no t the incentiv e that will 
driv e y o uth to study day s, nights and ho liday s; as 
Ediso n 
said, 
“ Inspiratio n 
is 
ninety 
per 
cent 
persperatio n.” Russia is reputed to be graduating two 
to three times as many scientifically trained men fro m 
its co lleges as the U. S., but the state rules their liv es in 
o ne to tally regimented so ciety , o ut o f which the best 
will nev er co me. The number o f graduates is no t a 
criterio n o f educatio n o r pro gress. Their peo ple are 
instructed what to think, and their educatio n is the 
So v iet v ersio n o f what educatio n sho uld be. Under o ur 
leadership the same brainwashing is being attempted 
here. This is a return to the Middle Ages, when 
educatio n is no thing but do gmatism. True educatio n is 
based upo n a desire to learn o r upo n o ther go o d 
mo tiv es; this is the o nly kind that will pro duce go o d 
results. In the United States educatio n sho uld be 
pro mo ted by incentiv es fo r creativ e wo rk, public 
serv ice and mutual benefit. Only this will regenerate 
the spirit o f pro ductiv ity that mo v ed this co untry the 
last hundred y ears under capitalism. Half so cialism and 
half capitalism will no t do it. It is just ano ther 
halfbaked idea o f po liticians who are no to rio us fo r 
being uncreativ e! The middle-o f-the-ro ad co urse they 
espo use is simply a guise fo r this generatio n to av o id 
self-suppo rt, o r fo r pay ing its o wn way . There is no 
co urse by which administratio n can do this. Under any 
sy stem 
when 
a 
generatio n 
suppo rts 
itself 
and 
pro gresses besides, times will be try ing. 
When the o ppo rtunity fo r reward fro m o riginal 
thinking fo r lo w bo m men appeared and po liticians 
kept their places, the co untry was pro gressiv ely 
rev o lutio nized. Adv ances in civ ilizatio n alway s came in 
spurts when new and free so cieties were started. They 
were alway s slo wed as so o n as there was so mething 
built and men in go v ernmei# aimed, but failed to run 


it pro perly . Depriv e men o f the rewards o f their o wn 
effo rts again and civ ilizatio n will ebb whenev er this is 
practiced. 
What we are lacking to day is men who hav e the 
co urage to refuse to serv e o n a co mmissio n o r bureau 
which 
aims 
to enfo rce “ rules and regulatio ns” 
restricting the rights o f o thers. Ho w few Germans 
under Hitler refused a co mmissio n enfo rcing Naziism 
o v er their peo ple? Ho w few Americans will refuse a 
co mmissio n enfo rcing o ur brand o f bureaucracy upo n 
o ur 
peo ple? 
Many 
are 
co ntriv ing 
fo r 
these 
appo intments, and these peo ple mo rally are no better 
than tho se who accept similar po sts in Germany , and 
later, after the Nazis were defeated, po sed again as 
patro ns o f liberty . 
Russian adv ance o n United States is no t the result o f 
a superio r sy stem there. It happened because o f the 
abando nment 
o f o ur o wn free enterprise sy stem 
which had giv en the United States its leadership in the 
first place. Fo r this reaso n we say , make it free fo r all, 
instead o f free o nly fo r the bureaucrats who are the 
po litical plague in America.

When is ho t pastrami price co ntro lled and when is 
it immune fro m co ntro ls? 
Apparently if ho t pastrami is put o n ry e bread and 
co nsumed at the place o f sale, it is price co ntro lled. If 
the ho t pastrami, with o r witho ut ry e, is put in a paper 
bag and the custo mer takes it o ff the premises, then 
the price is no t co ntro lled, pro v iding the establishment 
do es less than $100,000 in annual v o lume. 
The Natio nal Federatio n o f Independent Business 
has taken the po sitio n fro m the start that co ntro ls o n 
the smaller secto r o f the business co mmunity are no t 
necessary because the fo rces o f co mpetitio n curb 
unwarranted price increases at this lev el. 
Ev entually reco gnizing the eco no mic lo gic o f this 
po sitio n the Co st o f Liv ing Co uncil first ex empted 
sto res do ing less than $200,000 in v o lume fro m being 
fo rced to po st prices. This edict was fo llo wed a few 
day s later by ano ther edict deco ntro lling retail 
establishments with annual v o lumes o f less than 
$100,000 but no t deco ntro lling serv ice establishments 
in any v o lume catego ry . 
Because o f the dual nature o f many smaller 
business enterprises* the Federatio n pressed fo r a 
definitio n o f what co nstitutes retailing and what 
co nstitutes serv ice. 
The decisio n was based o n a delicatessen basis. If 
such an establishment sells to the co nsumer fo r bo th 
o n premise and o ff premise co nsumptio n, the o n 
premise co nsumptio n is co ntro lled, but the o ff premise 
co nsumptio n is no t co ntro lled if the annual sales are 
less than $100,009 . 
But apparently 
still 
up 
in the bureaucratic 
strato sphere, inso far as many 
serv ice firms such as 
smaller auto repair sho ps, TV repair sho ps, and similar 
establishments, is the questio n o f what is retail and 
what is no t. 
Further co mplicating the i ssue is that in mo st states 
co llecting a sales tax , a serv ice business that sells parts 
must hav e a retail permit, and sales tax must be 
charged and co llected o n these parts, while the labo r 
charges are no t subject to sales tax . subject to sales tax . 
Under current Federal regulatio ns these firms are 
simply serv ice firms, y et a part o f their business is 
selling at retail, but their entire o peratio ns are under 
price co ntro l. 
But in many states, the sales tax autho rities o f that 
state reco gnize that they are bo th retailers and serv ice 
firms. Obv io usly , if a firm sells to a custo mer a new 
picture tube, o r a new generato r fo r the family car, and 
the custo mer can be persuaded to walk o ut with the 
pro duct under his arm, and if the v endo r’s sales are 
under the $100,000 annually , the transactio n is then 
unco ntro lled. 
But if the pro prieto r no t o nly retails to the 
custo mer the picture tube o r generato r, but also 
installs it fo r the custo mer, then the pro prieto r is 
classified as a serv ice o peratio n and is under co ntro ls 
no matter ho w small the annual v o lume. 
Thus, while the v endo r o f ho t pastrami no w has 
definite guidelines, many smaller serv ice firms who 
retail parts o r equipment may get into ho t water if they 
decide to use the guidelines established fo r the v ending 
o f ho t pastrami.

Bunceton Still Recalls 
Albany Approach Crash 
Campaign Rally Of ’24 
Since 1970

— With political rallies and 
campaigns

County, Mo., residents find 
little to be excited about. 
After all, what rally could 
be exciting for those who are 
still talking abont Sept. 15, 
1924 when more than 75,000 
e n th u sia stic 
D em ocrats 
invaded the county. They

h o n o r 
the 
Democratic party’s nominee 
for 
governor 
and 
local 
favorite 
son, 
Dr. 
Arthur 
Nelson 
of 
Bunceton, 
and 
presidential candidate John 
W. Davis of West Virginia. 
Cooper Countians dubbed 
it the “Battle of Bunceton,” 
which 
came 
to 
be 
this 
out-county,town’s claim to 
fame. 
P r e p a r a t i o n s 
f o r 
fortifying the rally site, Dr. 
Nelson’s sprawling Eastwood 
Farm near Bunceton (pop. 
437 today), were under way 
several 
weeks 
before 
the 
event. Three barbecue pits 150 
feet long, four feet wide and 
four feet deep were dug and 
loaded 
with 
hockory 
and 
sassafras w ood. 
An army of men built 
hundreds of eating tables, 
erected a large chautauqua 
tent, prepared 100 acres for

HOLLYWOOD (KFS) - In the fall of 1970, actor James 
Whitmore, who often jumps into things because of fear, 
walked out on a St. Louis stage with weakness in the knees, 
to read a few cold facts about humorist Will Rogers. 
Playing himself, Whitmore soon took off his coat and tie, 
rumpled his hair, picked up a lariat, and began quoting 
Rogers on Washington politicans war, the American Indian 
and Hollywood, laughing at his remarks like the fapious Will, 
chattering away in a high singsong voice as he paced back and 
forth on the stage, performing a few rope tricks for diversion. 
In preparing the one-man show on Rogers, Whitmore had 
no confidence in his ability to pull it off, and wanted to try 
out far away from New York in the event he bombed. The 


Transformatiom from Whitmore to Rogers out in front of 
everybody appeared dubious to the actor, and he wasn’t sure 
Rogers’ 
40-year-old 
material 
would 
sound 
fresh and 
pertinent. 
In St. Louis that try-out night, James Whitmore brought 
Will Rogers back to life again to the roar of a delighted 
audience. Everywhere Whitmore goes with his one-man show 
the same incredulous reaction, “My God, there’s Will,” takes 
place. This Thursday (March 9) CBS brings Whitmore’s “Will 
Rogers’ U.S.A.” to the living room with an hour’s worth of 
excerpts taken from a January performance at Los Angeles’ 
Mark Taper Forum. 
Recalling that first night before going on the road again, 
Whitmore claims he “was absolutely dumbfounded by the 
crowd reaction.” The actor had performed “An Evening with 
Walt Whitman” and was up in Maine in the midst of a play, 
when producer Paul Shyre made the offer. 
“Oddly enough Will Rogers’ daughter Mary was doing a 
play, ‘Ceiling Zero,’ in Maine, when Will’s plane went down 
in Alaska,” Whitmore added. 
“As a boy, I had seen Rogers on stage when my father 
took me to Shades Theatre in Buffalo, but his humor was 
over my head,’’said Whitmore. “It was very sophisticated in 
the true sense of knowing. So I didn’t know what to expect 
when Shyre’s script arrived. I read it two or three times and 
didn’t laugh much. My wife read it and didn’t laugh either.” 
As the actor mulled over the property, he realized his 
mind had become over-intellectualized - scar tissue of 
sophistication had pulled his perception. 
“ Rogers said worse things in his time than Agnew does 
today, but he did it with a wonderful turn of phrase, 
managing to make people laugh rather than huff up in anger. 
The Vice President should read Rogers, he could benefit by 
it,” Whitman said. 
After pouring over Will’s newspaper columns, his lecture 
notes, letters, after-dinner speeches, stage, radio and movie 
material stocked away in the Claremore, Okla., memorial, 
and following hours with son Will Rogers Jr., Whitmore5 
became convinced the cowboy humorist was a genius.

Everett. 
Withthis kind of springboard the actor has become a CBS

a hit series, but for Chad, “Medical Center” appears to be a 
launching pad. 
During the coming spring hiatus, the star plans to shoot his 
own movie, co-starring wife Shelby Grant, and in April 
Everett’s voice will be heard narrating Alan Lansburg’s 
animal documentary, “It Takes a Lot of Love.”

Sweating Out Cancellation 


NEW YORK (KFS) - The industry is right in the middle of 
cancellation time and a lot of dreams of residual glory are 
being shattered by pink slips inthe morning mail. 
Considering the thousands of ideas discussed at meetings, 
the hundreds that are given the go sign for development, the 
millions of dollars invested in pilot films for the even more 
select few, and the screenings, rewrites, promotions and 
man-hours of high-priced creativity used to hypo the finished 
product, the ratio of failures is alarming. This was the 
industry’s best, yet the public yawned. Even Fred Silverman, 
the programming exec of CBS who has enjoyed success in his 
maiden outing as the web’s chief schedule-maker, admitted 
this has been a humdrum season. 
Watching the new shows released to the nation in the fall 
is comparable to seeing a field of untried two-year-old 
thoroughbreds come out of the starting gate for the first test 
of their years of breeding. The owner, breeder or trainer of 
each horse has envisioned a garland of roses on the first 
Saturday 
in 
May 
in 
Kentucky 
during 
his hopeful’s 
three-year-old - and a minute after that first race so many 
promises seem doomed to failure. 
But the people behind a dismally performing horse have an 
out after some bad races. Equipment can be changed, the 
animal can mature with experience or just come around by 
himself without notice. Most of the roses wilt after a few 
races, but, because of so many oft-told tales of sudden 
improvement, there is always that outside chance that the 
animal will prove himself. 
No change of blinkers, however, can help the TV show 
which comes out of the TV season starting gate in September 
and finishes up the track. All it can do is limp through its 
contractual guarantee and wait the bad news. Some, as in the 
case of the highly regarded horse who finds a place for 
himself in claiming races, are awarded another year on the 


network schedule simply as filler, but the chances of success 
are over. 
Two years ago, I had a shot at the T V roses. I created an 
idea for a T V series, wrote it out in presentation form, 
sketched out the characters and spelled out why I thought 
the series would be a winner (even in presentations the racing 
analogy persists). 
I thought the central character would be just right for 
Jimmy Stewart, and when somebody told me that Warner 
Bros., under new and energetic management, was on the 
verge o f a deal with Stewart, I took the idea over there. 
The reception was enthusiastic and after a month or two 
of negotiations, I was given a proper sum o f money for the 
series and the guarantee o f a check every week if the show 
went on the air. Every tim e you see the credit “ Created by 
....” on the screen some sweepstakes winner is receiving a 
royalty check every week. I immediately entered a state o f 
euphoria and spent my free time adding up how many checks 
I would 
have received 
if I had 
created 
“The 
Beverly 
Hillbillies.” 
I never found out whether Stewart actually saw my series. 
A friend told me of being present at an interview soon after 
the actor signed with Warners and, when asked to describe his 
project, he launched into a description of my property. 
However, it was not to be. Stewart wanted Hal Kanter as his 
producer, and the creator o f “Julia” turned my property 
down because he did not wish to take a chance with any 
form o f fantasy and preferred instead to place Stewart in a 
comfortable, safe, sure-fire, tried and true idea. Granted, m y 
series was whimsical in concept, but it was off-beat and in 
Mr. Silverman’s humdrum 
season 
it might have been a 
welcome relief. 
Warners gave up on m y show when its option ran out and 
no checks are delivered to m y door each week. 
Oh, 
yes...the 
“Jim m y 
Stewart 
Show ,” 
a 
dismal 
tried-and-true format, tops the list o f the new shows which 
will probably be axed.

All Kinds Rode The Santa Fe Trail 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The covered wagons stopped rumbling 
along the Santa Fe Trail nearly a century 
ago, b u t legends o f the bullwhackers and 
muleskinners still survive. 
During the 19th century the 775-mile 
trek over dusty plain and quicksand creek 
was considered a cure for invalids, and 
gentlemen in frail health made their way 
over the trail, sleeping under the stars and 
gulping in the bracing air. 
The treatm ent was rugged but it often 
w orked, says a report issued by the 
National Geographic Society. It cited the 
case o f one Josiah Gregg who made the 
trip in 1831. 
At the start of the journey, Gregg was 
barely able to prop himself up in a cart, 
the report says, b u t at the end of a week 
he was astride a pony. 
By the tim e Gregg had reached the 
buffalo range, he w rote that he was ‘ as 
eager for the case as the sturdiest of my 
com panions.” 
Today sites o f the old trail located in 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahona and New 


Mexico are National Historic Landm arks 
and tourist attractions. 
Many of the old wagon trains were 
bound for Santa Fe which was founded in 
1609 as capital of New Mexico. Spain 
banned 
American m erchants from the 
colony and jailed Yankee traders lured 
into forbidden territory by the prospect 
o f selling imported cloth for $20 a yard 
and tobacco for $4 a pound. 
B u t 
w h e n 
M e x ic o 
won 
her 
independence in 1821, the traders were 
welcomed. The Mexicans wrere eager for 
American calico, hardware, guns, tools, 
and shoes. And the traders were just as 
eager to get their hands on Mexican silver, 
wool and mules. 
The Santa Fe Trail actually ran from 
Kansas City to Los Angeles. It had several 
starting 
points 
in 
Missouri, 
including 
W e s t p o r t 
a n d 
F r a n k l i n , 
l a t e r 
Independence, it ran southwesterly across 
Kansas. Past Ford Dodge, wagons could 
take one of tw o routes. The longer and 
more difficult threated its way through 
C olorado’s m ountains. The shorter and 


more 
dangerous path, 
known 
as the 
Journey of the Dead, struck across the 
desert. The hazardous journey becam e a 
challenge to expert horsemen and one 
army captain rode in relays from Santa 
Fe to Westport in five days and 13 hours 
to win a bet. 
In the early days traders carried their 
goods and personal supplies on muleback. 
To sustain themselves on the trip, each 
traveler took along 50 pounds of flour, 
50 pounds of bacon, 10 pounds of coffee, 
20 pounds o f sugar and a packet of salt. 
The 
mules subsisted on the plentiful 
sagebrush along the trail. 
Later the pack trains were replaced by 
great wagons that weighed up to 7,000 
pounds fully loaded. It took six yol e of 
oxen to pull these giants. The wagons set 
out painted in gay colors and usually 
w ound up the trek bleached and warped. 
Gale 
winds 
often 
overturned 
the 
lumbering 
behem oths, 
huge 
hailstones 
pelted their canvas covering and Indian 
arrows posed a constant threat to the 
riders.

Sweating Out Cancellation 


NEW YORK (KFS) - The industry is right in the middle of 
cancellation time and a lot o f dreams of residual glory are 
being shattered by pink slips inthe morning mail. 
Considering the thousands of ideas discussed at meetings, 
the hundreds that are given the go sign for development, the 
millions o f dollars invested in pilot films for the even more 
select few, and the screenings, rewrites, promotions and 
man-hours o f high-priced creativity used to hypo the finished 
product, the ratio of failures is alarming. This was the 
industry’s best, yet the public yawned. Even Fred Silverman, 
the programming exec of CBS who has enjoyed success in his 
maiden outing as the web’s chief schedule-maker, admitted 
this has been a humdrum season. 
Watching the new shows released to the nation in the fall 
is comparable to seeing a field of untried two-year-old 
thoroughbreds come out of the starting gate for the first test 
of their years of breeding. The owner, breeder or trainer of 
each horse has envisioned a garland o f roses on the first 
Saturday 
in 
May 
in 
Kentucky 
during 
his hopeful’s 
three-year-old - and a minute after that first race so many 
promises seem doomed to failure. 
But the people behind a dismally performing horse have an 
out after some bad races. Equipment can be changed, the 
animal can mature with experience or just com e around by 
himself without notice. Most of the roses wilt after a few 
races, but, because of so many oft-told tales of sudden 
improvement, there is always that outside chance that the 
animal will prove himself. 
No change of blinkers, however, can help the TV show 
which comes out of the TV season starting gate in September 
and finishes up the track. All it can do is limp through its 
contractual guarantee and wait the bad news. Some, as in the 
case of the highly regarded horse who finds a place for 
himself in claiming races, are awarded another year on the 


network schedule sim ply as filler, but the chances of success 
are over. 
Two years ago, I had a shot at the TV roses. I created an 
idea for a TV series, wrote it out in presentation form, 
sketched out the characters and spelled out why I thought 
the series would be a winner (even in presentations the racing 
analogy persists). 
I thought the central character would be just right for 
Jimmy Stewart, and when somebody told me that Warner 
Bros., under new and energetic management, was on the 
verge of a deal with Stewart, I took the idea over there. 
The reception was enthusiastic and after a month or two 
of negotiations, I was given a proper sum of money for the 
series and the guarantee o f a check every week if the show 
went on the air. Every tim e you see the credit “Created by 
on the screen som e sweepstakes winner is receiving a 
royalty check every week. I immediately entered a state of 
euphoria and spent m y free time adding up how many checks 
I would have received if I had created “The Beverly 
Hillbillies.” 
I never found out whether Stewart actually saw my series. 
A friend told me o f being present at an interview soon after 
the actor signed with Warners and, when asked to describe his 
project, he launched into a description of my property. 
However, it was not to be. Stewart wanted Hal Kan ter as his 
producer, and the creator of “Julia” turned my property 
down because he did not wish to take a chance with any 
form of fantasy and preferred instead to place Stewart in a 
comfortable, safe, sure-fire, tried and true idea. Granted, my 
series was whimsical in concept, but it was off-beat and in 
Mr. Silverman’s humdrum season it might have been a 
welcome relief. 
Warners gave up on m y show when its option ran out and 
no checks are delivered to my door each week. 
Oh, 
yes...the 
“Jim m y 
Stewart 
Show,” 
a 
dismal 
tried-and-true format, tops the list o f the new shows which 
will probably be axed. 
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
